In a Memorial day letter to the edi- 


tor pt "The Stars and Stripes," whioh 
was published today In that soldier 
periodical, he declared that the Amer- 
ican people "shall not be able to en- 
joy the full pride of the day's recol- 
lections until we have mode sure thu» 
the duties that grew out of the war 
have been fulfilled to the utmost."

dent's letter follows: 


"Memorial day has always-been one 


of our most solemn and thoughtful

has an added and tremendous slgnlli- 
cance because the memories and sac- 
rifles of the great world war ore' now 
among the most stimulating of the 
recollections -of the day. 


"We celebrate the Immortal achieve- 


ments of the men who died in France 
on the field and in the trenches,'far 
away from home, in order that both 
our-own people and tho peoples across 
the sens might be delivered from the 
ugliest peril of all history.
